Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3-14, 16-22, and 24-35 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Applicant's arguments, see page 11 of amendment, filed 21 March 2007, with 
respect to claims 14-34 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. 
101 rejection of claims 14-34 has been withdrawn. 

4. Applicant's arguments, see pages 11-15 of amendment, filed 21 March 2007, 
with respect to claims 1-35 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 
U.S.C. 102(b) rejection of claims 14, 16, and 17 and the 35 U.S.C. 103(a) rejection of 
claims 1-13, 15, and 18-35 has been withdrawn. 

5. Concerning claims 1 , 3-1 3, the prior art does not teach "moving said host from 
said grid to another grid within said grid environment; and in response to said moving of 
said host, moving said ghost agent from said grid to said another grid". 
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6. Concerning claims 14, 16, and 17, the prior art does not teach "wherein at least a 
portion of said hosts move from one grid within said grid environment to another grid, 
and wherein said ghost agents responsively move from said one grid to said another 
grid in response to movement of said associated host" 

7. Concerning claims 1 8-21 , the prior art does not teach "wherein said ghost agent 
automatically moves from one grid to another grid within said grid computing 
environment in response to said associated host moving form said one grid to said 
another grid" 

8. Concerning claims 22, 24-34, the prior art does not teach "moving said host from 
one grid within said grid environment to another gird; and in response to said moving of 
said host, moving said ghost agent from said one grid to said another grid." 

9. Concerning claim 35, the prior art does not teach " means for moving said ghost 
agent from one grid to within said grid environment to another grid in response to 
moving said host from said one grid to said another grid."
